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Officials search for missing Boyne City man 


Local officials spent a day and a half 
last week searching in Lake 
Charlevoix just off of Young State 
Park for a hint of what had become of 
a Boyne City man who’d been re- 
ported missing. 

Last seen on May 4 in Boyne City, 
Christopher John McKenney, 29, had 
been reported missing on May 6. His 
vehicle and empty boat trailer were 
found at Boyne City marina. 

According to the Boyne City Police 
Department, the U.S. Coast Guard 
was notified, and sent search crews 


out in helicopters and watercraft to 
search for the possible missing boater. 
The Charlevoix County Sheriff's de- 
partment was also notified. 
McKenney had been scheduled for 
sentencing on Friday, May 7, in 
Charlevoix County Circuit Court on 
several charges, including four felony 
charges of possession of child sexu- 
ally abusive material. He had been ar- 
rested and arraigned in September of 
2003 after, according to the Sheriff’s 
Department, a |2-month ea 
tion. He had been free on a $10,00

dogs were also employed in the 
search, “with negative results,” 
Lasater said. 

Divers, however, did find the de- 
bris field in Lake Charlevoix, where 
the boat likely burned. The recovered 
hull, Lasater said, had bumt to the wa- 
ter line. 

Once underwater cameras could be 
secured, he added, law enforcement 
agencies would “regroup” and resume 
the search. 

As of press time, no further infor- 
mation on the search was available.

m DEQ permit 
sought on new 
Water Street 
dock plan 


After riparian line and property 
ownership disputes put a major ma- 
rina plan on hold for the former One 
Water Street property in Boyne City, 
a proposal for a temporary seasonal 
dock has been made by property de- 
velopers to the Michigan Department 
of Environmental Quality. 

One Water Street Investment LLC 
has submitted a permit application to 


- the DEQ for the construction of a 


dock at the property, now home to 
Garrett’s on Water Street, to provide 
broadside dockage for up to 14 boats. 

The proposed dock, according to 
the application, will include a 24-foot 
ramp, a 180-foot long section of 
trestle docks, one 20-foot long float- 
ing dock piece, and four 50-foot long 
floating dock sections, totaling 424 
feet in length. The dock is 10 feet in 
width. 

According to correspondence from 
property owner Greg Krueger to the 
DEQ, the new proposal has been sub- 


mitted due to the unresolved status of 


riparian and property issues with the 
City of Boyne City, which have in- 
definitely delayed forward movement 
on original plans for permanent con- 
dominium and public shoppers docks. 

The current proposal is intended, 
Krueger’s letter said, as a temporary 
seasonal floating dock to be removed 
during the off-season, with nine per- 
manent trestles. 

No plan has been submitted to the 
City of Boyne City for approval at this 
time. 

According to city manager Michael 
Cain, the new plan, as proposed, does 
not appear include the disputed tri- 
angle of property at the road-end of 
Water Street. 

The original proposed permanent 
dock came under scrutiny last year, 
as the Boyne City City Commission

It’s one thing for a school program to ex- 
ceed within the realm of education; it’s yet 
another for it to make its mark in the bigger, 
and sometimes more critical, world beyond. 

That’s just what students in Boyne City 
High School’s visual imaging class did, tak- 
ing their innovative, interactive informa- 
tional kiosk to a national competition in Las 
Vegas, and placing first in their category. 
Students making the trip with the kiosk were 
Jesse Van Alstine, a 2003 grad who’d been 


instrumental in the creation of the project, 


Sean Shooks, and Jacob Warstler. 

“We knew that we obviously were in a 
pretty specific niche (being high school stu- 
dents}, and that played to our advantage, but 
I didn’t necessarily think we were going to 
win,” said visual imaging instructor Randy 
Calcaterra. 

Indeed, the presence of high schoo] stu- 
dents in the professiona) competition was a 
novelty; their entry was a first in the history 
of the event, hosted by Kioskcom. The typi- 
cal entrants, Calcaterra said, included kiosks 
made for airlines, museums, and major 
league sports teams, created by companies 
that are big names in the high-tech kiosk in- 
dustry. 

In fact, upon learning of the competition, 
Calcaterra wasn’t even sure the students 
could enter, Having discovered the event 
through his own research on kiosks, he con- 
tacted the head of the organization to see if 
a group from the education, rather than busi- 
ness, community would be welcome. “He 
said ‘absolutely’, Calcaterra said, adding 
that the criteria for the competition was 
based on individual accomplishment and 
didn’t necessarily mean a one-to-one judg- 
ing against other entrants. “It's how [the 
kiosk] is positively affecting and working 
in your environment,” he said. 

Entered in the category of “public access’ 
(other categories included physical enclo- 
sure, software applications, and new tech- 
nology), the Boyne City High School kiosk 
was deemed by judges to top the competi- 
tion, which included a second-place entry 
created for the University of Nebraska's ge- 


netics department, in the form of an 11-foot:’ 


sculpture of the DNA model, with plasma 
screens positioned inside the cross-strands.

“T thought it was unbelievable,” Calcaterra 
said of the competition. 

Slightly more unbelievable was the fact that 
the Boyne City High School kiosk did, in- 


deed, beat out the competition for the top spot. 


“This particular recognition was just very big - 


rr) 


because it’s not an educational award, 
Calcaterra said. “These are people in the in- 
dustry who are making these things for huge 
amounts of money. [The win shows] that the 
stuff we’re doing goes far beyond an educa- 
tional level, it gives the program and the kids 
credibility. This i isn’t your typical high school 
experience.” 

The win wasn't the only positive outcome 
of the expertence, either. “This [school kiosk] 
‘having success: will lead to others, and-ulti- 
mately may lead’ tg a whole new market- 
place,” Calcaterra safd. “And there was talk 


of donating physical hardware [to schoo! pro- 
grams] beyond the scope of anything avail- 
able, technology-wise, in a high school envi- 
ronment.” 

Though economic constraints dictated that 
only three students were able to travel to the 
actual competition, the kiosk was, and con- 
tinues to be, a group effort. “The unit itself 
wouldn't be what it was without the input and 
work of everybody on the team, including last 
year’s class,” Calcaterra said. 

That team, he adds, will continue to grow 
and evolve, as students continue to work to 
expand and improve the kiosk. 

“The kids are coming up with new ideas 
constantly,” he said. “Getting the attention and 
the recognition is just upping the scale and 
upping the ante. They have to keep the mo- 
mentum going.”

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Fisherman asks Boyne City to 
reconsider river outfall decision 


TO THE EDITOR: 


I am writing, as a trout fisherman, to comment on the 
decision of the City Council of Boyne City to recommend 
the disposal of the effluent from the new Boyne City 
wastewater treatment plant into the Boyne River approxi- 
mately two miles upstream from its mouth in Lake 
Charlevoix. 

The Boyne River is widely recognized as a blue-rib- 
bon quality trout stream and provides an excellent qual- 
ity water resource for small watercraft and fishermen. Any 
action that could possibly degrade this watercourse is to 
be deplored. 

I have no doubt that the comments that the effluent 
meets all state standard are true and that levels of dis- 
solved substances meet state requirements. As knowledge 
increases, new substances will inevitably be found that 
will require new standards be developed to evaluate sol- 
utes that are discharged. It is unwise to run the risk of 
discharging potentially detrimental substances in a wa- 
terway that has none presently. 

The biggest concern is that wastewater treatment plants 
eventually fail and discharge contaminated waters. They 
don’t want to do it. It is just their nature. Once that hap- 


pens the cat is out of the bag. 

I have lived in northwestern Michigan for 75 years, the 
last 30 in Charlevoix County. One of the foremost rea- 
sons has been the abundance of high quality trout streams 
that we have. However, we do not have so many we can 
afford to sacrifice a single one. 

Two things bother me the most. 

The first is the amount of discharge compared to the 
volume of river flow. We need to know what percent of 
river flow the effluent represents in the summer when 
water use is highest and river flow is the least. In a gen- 
eration we can estimate that water use and effluent will 
double while the little Boyne River stays the.same. 

The second thing that bothers me is simply the esthet- 
ics of the thing. Wading and swimming in the river will 
be a less pleasing activity knowing that treated sewage is 
accompanying your activity. | 

I] would ask the Council to reconsider its decision. I 
believe that the present decision will prove to be penny- 
wise and pound-foolish in the future. Boyne City should 
do everything possible to preserve the geographic feature 
which led to its present location.

It is usually the latter 
part of April when the first 
brown morels are found in 
the Boyne area, although 
they have been found as 
early as the end of March. 
When you're out hunting 
the morel pay particular at- 
tention to the way the land 
faces the sun and to areas 
that seem somewhat shel- 
tered from the wind. Your 
own body is a good indi- 
cator in this respect. 

When you feel the 
warmth of the sun on your 
back, look down closely! 
These areas are generally 


facing south and get the 


first exposure to the warm- 
ing spring elements which 
cause the mushroom to 
fruit. 

The mushroom plant it- 
self is acomparatively thin 
growth at the ground sur- 
face. The part you pick is 
the fruiting body which in- 
cludes the stem. For this 
reason it is important that 
you cut or break the morel 
off without pulling up the 
soll. 

Again, do not pull up the 
plant, as the plant has the 
potential to fruit again! 
You know when you’ve 
been following an expeti- 
enced picker as he or she 
leaves no marks on the 
landscape. To leave the 
woods just as you entered

them is not only smart 
practice, but the sign of a 
pro! 

Did I say look down, 
closely! In fact don’t look 
too close to your person at 
first. Gaze out about 12 to 


20 feet from where you are — 


standing and you're more 
apt to spot the well-hidden 
quarry. 

Once you pick one, 
while you’re still bent 
down, that’s the time to 
scan the area. As you spot 
another, move quickly to it, 
and so on. Then go over the 
entire area in a cloverteaf 
pattern several times with 
a deliberately slow and 
gentle step. 

If you're not finding any 
and you're getting discour- 
aged, find a nice place to 
sit. While you are enjoying 
God’s gracious beauty you 
are sure to spot one of the 
little rascals. You see, the 
key 1s to slow down! If you 
get in a tizzy or hurry 
you'll be lucky to find any 
morels. 

As the brown morels 
start to dry and diminish, 
keep a close eye oul for 
white morels. 

At first they will be 
creamy-ivory colored or 
grayish and may blend per- 
fectly with the dry teaf bed. 
As they mature. they get 
huge as do some browns or 
blacks. The whites are not 
as particular of their sur- 
roundings as the blacks

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Marking a milestone 
a Boyne City woman reflects on her 99 years 


Boyne City resident Hattie Sarasin marked her 99th birthday in a quiet fashion, enjoying cake and ice 
cream with friends and family. The event was just enough for the nonagenarian, who said, “afterward, I 
got so tired I-had to go home.” 

Born on May 1, 1905 in Alpena, Sarasin moved to Bayne City around 1930, following her marriage to 
Elmer Richards, a railroad employee.

She’s also a longtime member of the First Presbyterian Church in Boyne City. The church, in fact, 
played an integral part in the celebration of her 90th birthday. According to Sarasin, her granddaughter 
was in town spending the night with her, and the two were to go to church in the morning. 

When morning arrived, however, Sarasin decided she didn’t feel up to attending church. “She said, 
‘But Grandma, I really want to go,”” Sarasin recalls. “So I said okay.” At the service, the minister 
announced that it was Hattie’s birthday, and that her family was here to surprise her and sing Happy 
Birthday. 

“I looked back and here, there's a big lineup of my family,” she said. “I couldn’t believe my eyes.” 

Later, in the downstairs church dining room, a reception was held for Hattie compiete with balloons 
and refreshments.
